This annual cfibrt for the snstcntation of the an- 
ti-slavery cause will he made in Amory Hall, Bos- 
ton, commencing on Tuesdoy, Dec. S4tii, 1844. By 
its means it is, that the dchts of the cause, last year, 
were discharged ; so tiiat it is,' at this moment, free 
to nut forth its nnoncumbcrcd strength, in the pros- 
ecution of THE HUNDRED CONVENTIONS, 
through the medium of which, this appeal reaches 
you. If you wish slavery to cease, you cannot more 
cfrectnally aid in its cxtiuctinn, than by upholding 
this Fair. The experience of ten years enables the 
women of Wassachusells to present it to you as an 
efTcctual channel, through w'hicli your sympathy may 
unite with that of others, to swell the ilood of effort 
by which high principle shall bo diffused and right 
feeling excited, till the horrible institution of slave- 
ry filial] be swept away. 

, None of the funds raised by means of this Fair 
ore ever permitted to run to waste in building up a 
political party, or in defraying electioneering ex- 
penses. They ore used to promulga(e tin-ough the 
press, and by the living voice, the truths of freedom, 
which converfmen's hearts to the cause.' \Vc give 
a guaranty for the economical and judicious disposal 
of them, by ])roviding for their cxpeiidilnrc by the 
JNIassachusetts Anti-Slavery Society. Without go- 
ing bad! for years, to recnpituliite former help, tlio 
beneficial consequences of which, are in perpetual 
flow, we will simply slate that the nolt proceeds of 
tills last year's Fair wore twe.ntv-o.nk nu.NURnn 
Dui.LAiis, exclusive of many siniill appropriations 
and the necessary expenses ; and that, lacking the 
prospect of this aid, neither the hundred Western 
Convention, nor the sbnndrcd Conventions now in 
progress through Massachusetts, would have been 
undertaken, 'i'he inHuence of the cause might be 
increased ten-fold, by means of that aid from the 
Commonwealth generally, which it is disposed, if 
the way were open, to aiibrd. A few words of sug- 
gestion may open this way. Permit us to make 
them for the cause's sake. 

First. We entreat • whomsoever this sheet 
reaches instantly to announce an intention of aidiu'*- 
tiiB ELEVENTH MASSACIlUSE'l'TS ANTI- 
SL.WERY FAIR, and to form, if possible, a little 
circle lor weekly anti-slavery effort through the 
year. Gain all the aid possible, Iiiit wait for no one 
else. Whoever begins will be the nucleus round 
which much help will gather at Iciiglh. 

Second. To rememhcr that there is nothing 
useful or ornamental — no mechanical, agricultural, 
or inonufacturing product — nothing either to eat, 
drink or wear — no work of taste or art, for house- 
hold use or decoration — but will (so perlcct liave 
our arrangements at length become) be made as 
available to the cause as its worth in money. 


To correspond with 113 for the purpose 
of benefiting us by }'our suggestions, and receiving 
the aid of ours.
